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Scio envelopes to President of a 
major league baseball team. 

That's the life story of Bill Giles. The 
wavy-haired 47-year-old became the 
Phillies President when he put together a 
limited partnership group which 
purchased the Philadelphia ball club 
from the Carpenter family last fall. 

Bill has known little else than q 
baseball life. 

"My mother passed away when | was 
nine. So Ісі go to Crosley Field every day 
with my father," related Giles. His dad, the 
late Warren C. Giles, was President of the 
Reds (1946-1951) and National League 
President from 1951-1969. 

“а be at the ball park three hours 
before games and around long 
afterward. | would listen to my dad talk 
baseball with the coaches, managers 
and players. Boy, did | soak it up." 

He recalled his very first job in 
baseball. 

"| was about 14 or 15 and | was the 
poor kid who stuffed news releases into 
envelopes for the PR director." 

Giles, who has a rapid-fire giggle, 
then went into his best little laugh. 

"My first official job in baseball came 
when l was 19, following my freshman 
year in college," he recalled. 

"Cincinnati had a farm team in 
Morristown, Tenn., in the old Mountain 
States League. | was sent in there as the 
general manager to save a poor team. 
Within a week, the whole league folded," 
he laughed. 

"| did about everything a person 
could do, sold tickets, sold cushions, 
cleaned up the clubhouse, paid the 
umpires and worked out of a tiny hotel 
room with a bunk-type bed." 

That didn't slow him. 

Following a discharge from the 
Air Force, Giles' baseball path carried 
him through minor league baseball, the 
Cincinnati front office, the Houston Astros 
and to the Phillies in October of 1969. 

Want a title, Giles had plenty... 
Traveling Secretary, Publicity Director, 
Director of Public Relations and ` 
Promotions, Vice President and Executive 
Vice President, the role he filled so 
capably under Ruly Carpenter since 
1972. 

"| told my wife a year ago, | learned 
from some people in Houston how to gain 
ownership of a club without having any 
money to put up myself.

“| set a goal to assemble a group 
that, within three years, would buy a 
franchise." 

Three years turned into a couple 
of hours. For only a day after Bill's 
conversation with his wife, Ruly Carpenter 
announced the Phillies were up for sale. 

Giles went to work quicker than it 
takes a Mike Schmidt home run to reach 
The seats. 

He spent practically the entire 1981 
baseball season calling and interviewing 
interested partners. He needed good 
people who would be able to put up 
millions . . . but with no strings attached. 

"| wanted complete control of the 
baseball operation. Several people 
wanted to invest but they wanted to be 
involved." 

A field of 200 potential partners left 
him short. If he was in a swimming meet, 
he would have drowned. 

Then, from back in his home town of 
Cincinnati, came a call. Taft Broad- 
casting Co., a radio-TV conglomerate 
with whom his father had many dealings, 
came to the rescue. 

"They asked how | was doing. | 
said | was short. They said ‘We'll put up 
whatever you want, up to $30 million." | 
had my deal,” he said with the 
excitement of a child experiencing 
Christmas. 

A kid who began stuffing envelopes 
was able to stuff $30 million-plus into 
a deal 32 years later to buy the 
Philadelphia Phillies. Not quite 
rags-to-riches, but close enough. 


The Giles group, which is a limited 
partnership entitled "The Phillies," consists 
of Bill as the general partner and five other 
entities as limited partners: 

e A subsidiary of Taft Broadcasting 
Company, a publicly held corporation 
that owns seven television stations, in- 
cluding WTAF (Channel 29 in Philadel- 
phia), 12 radio stations, five amusement 
parks and companies involved in the 
production and distribution of enter- 
tainment programming. Taft, head- 
quartered in Cincinnati, is listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange and has the 
biggest investor in the group. Charles S. 
Mechem Jr., is Chairman of the Board. 
J.D.B. Associates, a partnership of 
which John Drew Betz is the limited 
partner and Robert D. Hedberg is the 
general partner. Betz is the Chairman 
Emeritus of Betz Laboratories, Inc., a 
company primarily engaged in indus- 
trial water treatment and related spe- 
cialty chemicals areas. Hedberg is a 
financial consultant. 

e Tri-Play Associates, a partnership of 
three brothers — Alexander K. Buck, 
James Mahlon Buck Jr. and William 
Clifton Buck — who are the principal 
executive officers of TDH, Inc. and TDH 
Capital Corporation, private venture 
capital investment companies. 

Fitz Eugene Dixon, Jr., the civic leader 
who is Chairman of the Board of Tem- 
ple University and Widener College, 
and the former owner of the Philadel- 
phia 76ers. 

Mrs. Rochelle Levy, a well-known 
Philadelphia artist and member of the 
Board of Moore College of Art. Mrs. 
Levy's husband is Robert P. Levy, chief 
executive officer of DRT Industries, q 
mini-conglomerate primarily engaged 
in the storage of bulk liquids and in var- 
ious leisure-recreational activities. 
None ofthe partners own as much as 50 
percent of the partnership. 

The Phillies will rnove their over-the-air 
free television rights from WPHL (Channel 
17) to Channel 29 for a nine-year period 
beginning in 1984. 
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po he was. The new Phillies manager 
wearing number 8. His new team was 
surrounding him in the Carpenter Field 
clubhouse where 49 Phillies were about to 
begin spring training. Some players were 
sitting on little stools, others leaning on 
wooden lockers and some were standing 
three-four deep in areas as if they were 
peeking to see a parade. 

Pat Corrales was making his state of 
the union speech. Expected were the 
usual endless string of rules. 

"Beontime and give 100 per cent on 
the field and no one will bother you. | don't 
have alot of rules. Managers did when | 
played and I broke all of them." 

That was it. In just q few seconds, the 
new man ofthe Phillies said it in his quiet 
but authoritative way. The voice was soft. 
The message was loud and clear. 

That's Pat Corrales. No bull. No big 
words. No lengthy dissertation. No 
headlines. Just a simple message to his 
troops. 

As spring training progressed he left 
little doubt that he was in charge. 
Problems got his quick attention but very 
few people knew a problem existed. 

The Phillies were looking for a tough 
boss when they gave Corrales a two-year 
contract last November. 


“I've been called a tough guy and a 
disciplinarian. Those aren't my labels," 
confesses the 41-year-old ex-catcher 
flashing a Pepsodent smile. 

"| don't think players I've managed 
would say that about me either. But, | can 
be tough. | might yell occasionally but not 
very often. ІП have to chew out anybody, 
ІІ call him into my office and chew him 
out behind closed doors. | don't like to put 
family things public." 

Signed originally out of Fresno, 
California, by the Phillies, Corrales played 
professional baseball from 1959 until 1974. 
His big league experience, in addition to 
the Phillies, included St. Louis, Cincinnati 
and San Diego. 

He played forsome fine managers in 
his career — Gene Mauch, Dave Bristol, 
Sparky Anderson and Don Zimmer. 

"learned something from each," he 
expressed. "But | don't pattern myself after 
any of them. I’m my own man.” 

He first put his managerial thoughts to 
work in winter ball. Two years were spent 
with Ponce, Puerto Rico, and one with 
Caracas, Venezuela, then one year in the 
minors with Alexandria (Texas League) in 
the Padres’ chain. 

Corrales, who is of Mexican-Indian 


descent, served as o bullpen, third, first 
and dugout coach forthe Texas Rangers 
forthree seasons. His first big league 
game as manager was on the last day of 
the 1978 season, replacing Billy Hunter. He 
was at the helm of the Rangers for two 
seasons and served as administrative 
aide to Texas General Manager Eddie 
Robinson last baseball season. 

As far as running the game: "I don't 
play alot of hunches. | go by the 
percentages,” he explained. 

Corrales has at his fingertips statistics 
the various Phillies hitters have compiled 
against National League pitchers for the 
last three years. Same for the Phillies 
pitching staff.. how they fared against 
the other hitters in the league. 

“Earl Weaver was the best at using 
this type of information. | have a folder for 
each team in the league and it'll be my 
Bible forthe year. | like to go on what | 
know. I've seen too many hunches go 
down the drain.” 

Facts. ..simple rules . . . percentages 
‚. few words. . . low voice. 

If anyone disagrees, fine. One word 
of caution, though, Pat Corrales, a 
well-knit 205 pounder, has a brown belt in 
Karate. Enough said?
